approach, isn’t it? 

In Western Canada, for instance, 
they could do without thrashers more 
and wanted combines increased; they 
could cut out drag harrows for a year 
but wauted one-way discs. As a re- 
sult they were able to order varieties 
eliminated in the West from 473 to 73; 
from that many to 117 in Eastern Can- 
ada. Walking plows, as an example, 
will come in only five kinds as com- 
pared to 52. 


1943 Compared to 1940 

And here is another practical appli- 
cation of the survey. They wiil allow 
manufacture of 75% of 1940 out put of 
cream separators, with combines down 
to 338%, but still, like the Russian 
simile quoted above sat'isfactory.Grain 
drills for the West will be on the basis 
of 15% of 1940 but 30% for Eastern 
Canada, the West will get 33 1-3 in one 
way dise seeders and Eastern Canada 
nil. The tonnage was computed sep- 
arately for East and West as essential- 
ity required. 


The administration knwos there will 
be a bigger demand for farm machin- 
ery this year because generally speak- 
ing there was a better income in 1942 
and farmers willl want increased and 
better plant facilities. Labor will be 
scarce. So then, what better than a 
rationing system? 


“We studied the British system and 
that of the United States to guide us 
if possible.” said Mr. Bloom. Out of 
the cumulative study and _ research 
they evolved what they consider the 
most simple and least expensive way 
to work out the farm machinery and 
equipment problem wrich is nationally 
important in scope. 


Here it is in a nutshell, just as easy 
for the city slicker to understand as 
for the farmer. In the regional boards 
across Canada, fourteen machinery 
rationing officers have been appointed. 
Acting as a consultant in each case 
without additional remuneration is an 
Agricultural Representative. He might 
be the superintendent of an experi- 
mental station or one qualified and 
delegated by him to assist. Asa 
further consultant to the rationing 
officer, some prominent farmer of the 
region is chosen who has the _ confid- 
ence and respect of the others. His 
judgement is used in dealing with 
“border line” cases because—as we 
neglected to mention earlier— the 
individual farmer can make applica- 
tion to the rationing officer for farm 
machinery he thinks he essentially re- 
quires. The mechanism for appeals 
is also provided for. 


Problems Well Understood 

Well, that’s the story I got from the 
boss of farm machinery, boiled down 
to the space available. They realize 
the labor shortage presents difficulties 
They are sympathetic to the fact that 
a farmer can’t get everything he wants 
for replacement or new equipment, 
But they’re making every effort to be 
fair and equitable to all with the a- 
mount at disposal of the country as a 
whole. That means harder work, tak- 
ing care of present equipment to make 
it last longer.

THE WEEK IN EDMONTON 


In the Legislature this week mem- 
bers worked at the arduous task of 
translating figures into words, and 
words into meanings. They were go 
ing over the Estimates, and in the 
course of their investigations learned 
more about governmet policies for the 
forthcoming year. 

Of paramount interest was the in- 
formation given by Hon. Dr. W. W. 
Cross that the Kenney treatment of in 
fantile paralysis victims has been 
found highly successful here, and that 
the government proposes to have at 
least one Kenney-trained nurse in 
every hospital in the province. 

Dr. Cross said that experience show- 
ed the Kenney method must be usea 
immediately. Delay in starting treat- 
ment usually results in failure. He 
said, “We are getting wonderful re- 
sults from the treatment.” 

Speaking in connection with the Al 


berta Child Welfare Act, which is ad. | 


ministered by the department of 
health, Dr. Cross said that homes were 
found for 98 per cent of the children 
placed under protection of this legisla- 
tion. He said the biggest problem of 
the authorities is what to do with in- 
corrigibile children.

Of all children brought before a 
| juvenile court as delinquent, only one 
of every 100 ever committed a second 
delinquent act. 

C. C. F. Leader, Elmer E. Roper rose 
|to pay tribute to Charles B. Hill, 
Child Welfare officer and assistant 
superintendant under the act. He 
wanted his tribute to be of “the high 
est kind.” He had knowledge of five 
Calgary cases which should be invest- 
igated, he said, but nevertheless be- 
lieved the Alberta officials in charge 
\ to be efficient. 

Continuing with the Health estim- 
ates, the House learned that the can- 
cer treatment vote was increased more 
than $27,000 to $102,590, in order to 


cope with the broader program of 
cancer diagnosis, and _ treatment, 
drawn up for this year. An item of 


$17,300 was appropriated for hospital- 
jization of cancer patients.

Seed Treatment 


Two problems are important at 


‘sis time of year: 
1, Is seed treatment necessary ? 
2. What is the best treatment? 
Unfortunately, direct answers to 
these questions are impossible. We 
can dispose of the second one fai rly 
briefly, however. The followine 


res solution: were agreed upon by 
plant pathologists from all three 
provinces at a meeting held in Olds, 
Alberta, Jast summer: 

1, That the use of formaldehyde 
for the treatment of wheat and other 
hulless seeds be discouraged in every 
way possible, 

2. That organic mercury dusts be 
recommended for the treatment of 
wheai, oats, barley and flax, and 
that treatment be at least 24 hour: 
prior to seeding, 

3. That if formaldehyde is used 
at all, it should be limited to the 
treatment of special lots of smutty 
hulled oats, 

Now for question 2, Local authori- 
ties in Alberta advise treatment of 
all cereal seeds, 

In Manitoba, farmers are advised 
to treat all flax and barley seed, 
using 14% ounces of mereury dust 
per bushel for flax and % ounce for 
barley. Of course smutty wheat 
and oats must be treated; but, in 
the absence of smut, we lack 
Official advice, 

Tn Saskatchewan we are told that 
‘if seed is not /nown to be free 
from smut it should be treated.” 
The same authority, Dr. R. C. 
Russell continues: “Occasionally, 
however, when the seed coats are 
badly cracked or a high percentage 
of the seeds carry a fungous parasite, 
which causes common _ root- rot, 
treatment with a mercurial dust may 
be beneficial.” (Italics ours).

To this people Pat- 
rick gave his finest gifts seeking to 
bring about great reforms in their 
lives. 

Patrick did not confine his labours 
to the western and southern coast of 
the island where Christianity had al- 
ready been established, but directed 
his mission particularly to the pagans 
of Ireland. By his tactful expedient 
of first addressing himself to the 
chieftains his appeal inspired the spir- 
it of the clanship. 

He even attended a special feast of 
the chieftains of Ireland at Tara 
which was presided over by the Ard- 
Righ (Supreme Monarch). Here, Eli- 
jah-like he challenged the Druidical 
priests to demonstrate their right to 
be accepted as spiritual leaders. Th 
result justified the test and Christ- 
ianity was enabled in the eyes of the 
Supreme Monarch and chieftains 
alike. 

At this assembly Patrick picked a 
shamrock from the sward to explaii. 
from its triple leaf and single stem the 
doctrine of the Blessed Trinity. 

It is said that when he took 
‘to convert his former master that th 
j latter gathered all his treasures into} 
his dwelling and in a state of frenz. | 
set it on fire rather than suffer thi 
humiliation of the solicitations by his 
former slave. 

St. Patrick gathered immense aud- 
iences in the fields by beating a 
drum ,or tinkling a bell, and then nar- 
rated to them in simple, earnest lang- 
uage the truths of the Gospel. He 
founded 365 churches and _ baptized 
12,000 converts with his own hands. 
His death took place at Saul. near 
Downpatrick about the year 483 A.D. 

Tradition has embellished the story 
of his life with many legends; He 
drove the snakes out of Ireland; He 
brought darkness upon his enemies; 
Overcame Druid sorcery by miracle; 
After his death there was no night for 
twelve days and his body diffused 
sweet odors, etc.. etc. 


This great Scottish-Irishman is 
claimed by the Church of Rome as
